In  a  recent  publication  of  the  International  Institute  of  Agricul- 
ture the  ex^Dortable  s-orplus  of  wheat  in  the  principal  e:rj..orting  couiitries 
of  the  world  as  of  August  1  and  including  estiiaates  of  the  new  crops  of 
Argentina  and  Australia  is  950,000,000  bushels.    This  is  slightly  higher 
than  the  estimate  of  93^>^^^»'^QO  bushels  made  by  Sir  Ja^ies  Uilson*  The  im- 
port requirements  based  upon  the  ass-canption  ti'^t  the  amount  of  wheat  con- 
smed  this  year  will  equal  that  of  last  as  estimated  by  the  International 
Institute  are  923,000,000  b-jshels.    It  is  stated  hc.vever,  that  the  actual 
imports  may  be  considerably  below  this  amount  becp'ose  ci  economic  condi- 
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tions  or  legislative  restrictions.     The  import  requirements  as  estimated  by 
Sir  James  V/ilson  amount  to  736,000,000  bushels. 

The  total  amount  of  wheat  available  for  all  purposes  during  the  year 
I92I-22  in  Argentina  according  to  latest  revised 'estimates  v/as  210,035>000 
bushels.    The  exportable  surplus,  September  10,  I922  v^as  22,605,000  bushels. 
This  estimate  is  somewhat  belov/  the  estimate  of  the  stocks  on  hand,  December 
31,  1921  which  •wa»-  29,395,000  bushels. 

The  production  of  wheat,  oats,  potatoes  and  sugar  beets  in  Denmark  in 
1922  is  scmewhat  lower  than  in  I92I,     The  rye  and  barley  crops  are  slightly 
increasedv 

The  sugar  production  of  Belgium  in  I922  is  estimated  as  293,556  short 
tons  from  1^6, 22^  acres  sown. 

An  increase  in  the  soya  bean  crop  in  North  and  South  Manchuria  as  com- 
pared with  1921  is  reported. 

The  acreage  sown  to  winter  barley,  mixed  grains,  legumes,  flax  and  hemp, 
other  industrial  plants  and  clovers  in  Germany  as  estimated  on  May  1,  I922 
shows  a  decrease  as  compared  with  a  corresponding.,  estimate  of  the  preceding 
year.    The  acreage  planted  to  ^r den -vegetables ,  hops,  forage  crops  and  vine- 
yards is  increased* 

Estimates  of  the  acreage  of  peanuts,  sesamum  and  sugar  cane  in  British 
India  I922-23  are  slightly  liigher  than  in  1921-22*     The  acreage  of  rice  and 
indigo  is  lov\rer« 

The  acreage  of  cotton  in  British  India  on  October  IS,  I922  was  17,^12,000 
acres  as  compared  with  lb, 098,000  acres  the  estimate  of  even  date  in  I92I,  This 
shows  an  increase  of  1,31^4,000  acres. 

The  mjmber  of  cattle  in  Canada  in  1922  is  3S6,000  less  than  in  1921.  The 
number  of  sheep  and  horses  has  also  decreased.    The  total  nuiaber  of  swine  in 
1922  is  3,916,600  as  compared  with  3,905.000  in  I92I.    The  n-^amber  of  all- kinds 
of  poiiltry  in  Canada  in  I922  is  16  per  cent  more  than  in  I92I. 

The  number  of  cattle  and  hogs  in  New  Zealand  in  I922  has  increased  as 
compared  with  the  number  in  I92I.

In  1921  the  lliited  States  exported  356,000,000  "bushels  of  •vheat  (including 
flour),  v;hich  -.vas  Ug, 000,000  bushels  more  than  in  I92O  and  three  and  a  half  tines 
as  much  as  the  prewar  average.    Canadian  exports  in  1921  .vere  180,000,000  bushels, 
or  t'vice  as  much  as  for  the  period  1909-X3-  should  be  noted,  hc.vever,  that 

this  -.vas  about  half  the  ancunt  exported  frar.  the  Urdted  States.  ■  Exports  frcm 
Australia  increased  from  a  prev/ar  average  of  50, 000,000  bushels  ^0  116,000^000 
bushels  in  I52I.    The  United  Kingdom  inrr.orted  185,000,000  bushels  in  I92I -'CoiEparec 
.vith  2314-, 000,000  bushels  in  I920  and  219,000,000  bushels  during  Iq09-1'5.  Bel-ium, 
G-er:r3,ny  and  the  Netherlands  likewise  sho^v- a  decrease  in  imports.    In  I92I  Ti-ance 
imported  less  than  half  the  acio-unt  receiv'ed  in  I920  but  slightly  more  than,  the 
prewar  average.     Imports  into  Italy,  Spain  and  Japan  vere  from  t/o  to  four  times 
as  great  in  I921  as  during  I909-I3, 

SUi^lAHY  OF  FOREICtN  CROPS  PROSPECTS.  ■  , 

E/iHVESTIFC-  OF  THE  I922-23  vmAT  CROP  HAS  BEa^T  IN  THE  SOUTHERN  HB-HSPHERE. 

According  to  unofficial-  reports  of  November  I7,  the  harvest  of  the  nev/ 
wheat  crop  in  the  ncrtl^ern  part  of  Argentina  has  begun  urjder  favorable  weather 
conditions  and  there  vas  every  indication  that  the  high  yield  officially  estimator 
abo-at  November  1  //ill  be  fully  maintained.    Favorable  .veather  for  harvesting  is 
reported  from,  Uruguay;  the  outlook  for  production  althcagh  somewhat  improved 
remains  belcT  normal.    Beneficial  rains  have  fallen  ih  the  southern  and  •vestern 
portions  of  Australia  and  a  production  slightly  higher  than  that  of  last  year 
is  expected.    In  Nev  South  v/ales  and  Victoria,  however,  the  crop  is  still 
suffering  from,  lack  of  rainfall  and  a  considerable  decrease  in  the  output  of 
these  tv70  States  seem.s  probable.    Drought  conditions  in  South  Africa  have  been 
relieved  only  partially'  by  rains  du.ring  October. 

SEEDING  CONDITIONS  IN  THE  NORTHERN  EB?JIISPHERE  rTPROVED. 

The  total  acreage  sa-Tn  to  fall  wheat  in  Canada  on  October  3I,  19^2  was 
estimated  to  be  3,623,000  acres  a  decrease  of  U2,20C  acres  as  compared  vith  the 
area  so^^m  last  year  or  of  30,269  acres  as  compared  vith  the  area  .harvested 
last  year.    The  seeding  of  winter  wheat  in  Algeria  and  Tunis  is  progressing 
rapidly  favored  by  the  latest  rainfall.    Germ.ination  in  the  Central  Provinces 
of  British  India  is  good  and  the  condition  of  the  crop  in  the  vvestem  region 
has  been  benefited  considerably  by  recent  re-ins.    In  the  European  countries 
of  France,  Gerr.-;an3'-,  Aiostria,  Hung'siry  and  Yugoslavia  fall  sowings  have  bean 
delayed  by  excessive  rainfall  but  are  now  progressing  rapidly  -nder  m.ore  favor- 
able conditions. 

COTTON  CONDITIONS  .  FAVORABLE  HI  IFDIA. 

The  seccnd  official  cotton  forecast  of  India  gives  the  area,  planted 
up  to  October  1  as  17,^12,000  acres  which  is  S  per  cent  above  the  correspcndin.-r 
area  last  year  of  16,093,000  acres.    According  to  the  same  report  weather 
conditions  have  been  generally  favorable  and  the  condition  of  the  crop  gcc:"., 
as  a  whole.  '  A  cablegram  from  the  Internatici-.i.l  Institute  received  November 
29  reported  the  cror  as  yielding  well. 

According  -to  reports  from  A2iglo-Egyptia,n  Sudc.n  u.p  to  October  I7  the  crc 
was  looking  well  and  had  begun  flowering  in  the  Berber  and  Dongcla  provinces. 
The  Gash  Delta  had  received  rlsntiful  irrigation  and  sowings  were  well  advance  . 
In  the  Red  Se:  ^rcn-'ince,  the  cotton  plant  vas  beginnin:^  to  shov  but  the  crop 
will  probably  be  a  small  one  at  Tokar, 
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WORLD  SUEPLUS  AW  REQUIREMEOTS  OF  ^.'HEAT'  IS  ESTB^ATED  BY  THE '  INTERMTIOWAL 

INSTITUTE  OF  AC-RICrJLTlIRE« 

The  International  Institute  of .Agriculture' estimates   "the  exportable 
surplus  of  wheat  in  the  principal  exporting  ' countries  of  the  .vorld  as  of 
Ausrust  1  to  he  736,000,000  hushels  distrihuted  as  follows:     Canada  312,000,000; 
United  States  303,000,000;  British  India  37,000,000;  Argentina  20,000,000; 
Au3-tralia  33-,OCO,000;  Other  countries  2Q^000,000. 

The  exportable  surplus  of  the  new  crop  of  Argentina,  is  estimated  to  he 
li-!-7,000,000  hushels  and  that  of  Australia  66,000,000  bushels.    The  total  silpply 
available  v;ould  then  be  9^9,000,000  bushels. 

The  decrease  in  production  of  importing  countries  this  year  as  compared 
v/ith  1921  is  estimated  to  be  230,000,000  bushels.    During  the  year  ending 
July  1,  1922  the  total  imports  of  these  countries  am.ounted  to  693»OC)0»OOC 
bushels.    A.ssuming  the  consumption  this  season  to  be  equal  to  that  of  last, 
it  v'/ill  be  necessary  for  the  importing  countr-ies  to  increase  their  imports  in 
proportion  to  the  decrease  in  production  or  from  693,000,000  bushels  to 
923,000,000  bushels.    It  is  quite  likely  that  the  import  requirements  "may  be 
considerably  belcv  this  figure  because  of  legislative  measures  such  as  have  ' 
been  put  into  effect  in  France,  and  because  of  economic  conditions  in  other 
coiontriss.    Hcvever,  with  an  expc5rtable  surplus  of  9^9,000,000  bushels  and 
an  imports  requirem.ent  of  923,000,000  bushels,   it  se'ems  that  the  surplus  will 
be  quite  sufficient  to  suppl:/  the  demand  and  leave  "a  good  balance  at  the 
beginning  of  the  next  season  .
